Also Flooded, Caused by Ice Gorges. 


Memphis, April 1.—A heavy rainfall, 
accompanied by a strong gale from the 
west, added to the horror of the flood 
situation in the Mississippi delta last 
night. 
There are four breaks and each 
is letting in a stream as large as the 
river at Cincinnati or the Hudson at 
Albany, and this tremendous outflow 
has caused a fall of only one-teuth at 
Vicksburg, immediately below the last 
break. 
The river is now like an inland 
iea and late yesterday a brief telegram 
from a point below Rosedale, Miss., an­ 
nounced that great waves were pound­ 
ing against the levee and that at fre­ 
quent intervals the water tore itself 
looee from the main channel and dashed 
over the embankment. 
This will cause 
more crevasses. 
All the forces of na­ 
ture are against the people. 
The rain­ 
fall increases and the wind intensifies 
the danger. On the Arkansas side, the 
levee from Helena to Arkansas City, is 
as full of holes as the outer wall of a 
fortification after a siege.

moment a thin thread of water began 
to trickle from the inner wail of the 
embankment

SwIm Town« T hat I'tlllie the M ountain 
Stream«. 
Besides a considerable number of 
large w ater power installations Switzer­ 
land is fall of small power plants, nearly 
every town iu that land of mountains 
and waterfalls being well supplied with 
power from the "w hite coal, ” as the 
melting snow on the mountain sides has 
well been called. When thpre are uo 
large streams, many small ones are im­ 
pounded and collected in reservoirs on 
the hillsides, and it is rare to find a 
place of any si«e which is not well 
lighted by the power of some mountain 
stream. 
At Montreux the electric tramway 
gets its power in this way, and from the 
old Roman town of Vevey to the me­ 
diaeval castle of Chillon one may ride in 
a trolley car propelled by the pow’f r of 
an insignificant little stream which may 
ca* may not be noticed when climbing 
up the hillsides just abova 
The capabilities of tbis general util 
ization of natural power are beginning 
to be understood everywhere, and, with 
the appreciation of the possibilities of 
the best methods of long distance trans­ 
mission, the development of many moun­ 
tain streams must surely come. There 
are innumerable streams, which, w hile 
very small, are yet very high, and these 
can with comparatively little difficulty 
be impounded and carried down many 
hundreds of feet, thus making up for 
their lack of volume by the great pres­ 
sure readily obtainable, and, either by 
the use of electricity or compressed air, 
the power may be transmitted to many 
points of application with but little 
loss.—Gassier's Magazine.
